uébee Premier Lucien Bou- 
chard has denied he threw a 
temper tantrum over missing 

Arrowroot biscuits. Bouchard says 
such an accusation is outrageous, 
and that he would never do some- 
thing like that — it was Oreos. 

Is anyone really supposed to be 
surprised or upset that someone 
hired a psychiatrist to figure out if 
Canada’s favorite nation-breaker is 
afew cheese curds short of a prop- 
er poutine? Shouldn’t we all know 
if the man who declared Canada is 
“not a real country” thinks it’s act- 
ually a Hollywood sound stage 
operated by a cabal of ethnics, CIA 
agents and Martians?

Edmonton Public Schools opens 
new downtown schoolhouse

hey were still hiring teachers a 
T= before opening the doors 

to students, who were still reg- 
istering for And Edmonton 
Public Schools still leasing 
new space to accommodate those 
registrants. While tradesmen reno- 
vated dark corners of the Revillon 
Building, textbooks were being 
handed out to Centre High’s Class 
of ’97. 

And so it was that Edmonton 
Public School's new experiment in 
education began, under the eye of 
principal Susan Burghardt, who 
oversaw the controlled chaos of 
opening day Tuesday. 

“It was about the way I'd expect- 
ed it to be,” she said. 

That is to say some students, 
and teachers, weren't sure where 
they were supposed to be or when 
they were supposed to be there, 
but nobody got hurt. 

The school is unique in the city 
in many respects. Designed to han- 
dle students returning to high 
school four or five years after they 
started, Centre High boasts a hefty 
enrolment of 1,900 students and 44 
teaching staff. 

Occupying two floors of the 
Boardwalk Market and one floor 
of the Revillon Building, Centre 
High sprawls over 70,000 square 
feet of downtown real estate 
leased for 15 years. 

The school offers a variety of 
program schedules: students can 
take fast-track programs that run 
for 10 weeks; evening or weekend 
courses; or they can sign on for 
traditional two-semester school 
years. , 

But the idea is to have students 
around for a short time, not a long 
time. The school was built for stu- 


dents who want to qualify either 
for a high school diploma or for 
those who want to upgrade and 
meet post-secondary prerequisites. 

The idea is to work hard. 

“Our rict is allowing students 
to focus on the true potential of 
one more year of high school,” 
said Burghardt 

“The social aspect of high 
school is very limited here. The 
extracurricular stuff — it just 
doesn’t happen. Students can 
focus on grades.” 

Vice-principal Bonnie Zack says 
the idea of the school is to spell 
out how certain courses are rele- 
vant to a student's future. 

“Their future is very imminent 
here,” Zack said. 

Students attending the school 
may have more than 100 credits 
but not the right 100 required for a 
diploma, or they may have taken a 
year off high school to try their 
luck in the labor market. 

“Sometimes it’s very good for a 
student to have taken a year off,” 
said Burghardt, suggesting 12 
months of minimum wage often in- 
spires students to take their stud- 
ies more seriously. 

If it sounds as if the school takes 
a no-nonsense approach to educa- 
tion, that’s because it’s true. Stu- 
dents won't, for example, be allow- 
ed to wear baseball caps in class 
because they wouldn't be allowed 
to wear one at work, either. Men- 
toring programs with business and 
industry will keep students inform- 
ed about career choices and em- 
ployment prospects in a school 
run in a business-like atmosphere. 

“We want them to get the im- 
pression that they are here for a 
short time and a successful time,” 


Burghardt said.

I admit, I've taken isnages out of 
the public domain,” said Dave 
Johnson, in-house graphic design 
er for The Rev. Besides designing 
posters for the bands that play the 
club, he also creates the much 
smaller but often more glossy and 
colorful flyers that are handed out 
around town to promote The Rev’s 
regular dance parties. 

As examples of image appropri- 
ation, he points to flyers he creat- 
ed for parties entitled Ravin Bran 
and Gatorave. It doesn't take much 
to figure out which images John-

son appropriated for those promo- 
tions. 

“With Gatorade, it’s like quench 
your thirst, you’re hot and sweaty. 
And with Gatorave, it was get hot 
and sweaty, you need to quench 
your thirst. It all made sense.” 

Johnson likens the practice to 
sampling in music. While some see 
it as plagiarism, others argue it 
creates a new artwork all its own. 
“When you listen to music and the 
way some people use samples, it’s 
making that song their own. It’s 
satire.” 

“What I’m trying to do visually is 
to take these (well-known) images 


and turn them around,” he added, 
“(to make) something people 
immediately recognize as being 
playful, just fun.” 

As for possible legal action, he 
pleads he’s done nothing illegal. 
Besides, many images have come 
to represent a generation and the 
corporations that use those images 
certainly never paid anyone to rep- 
resent their generation. 

Johnson suggests club flyers 
have been around for decades, 
never disappearing because 
they’re the cheapest way to pro- 
mote nightclubs. However, they’ve 
become more colorful of late, with 


more effective than any postering 
or advértising you can do,” he said. 

And image appropriation is only 
one of Johnson's artistic tools. His 
latest flyer, for a Rev party entitled 
Sugar, Sunday, Aug. 31, featured a 
spookily-lit teddy bear reminiscent 
of those worn as knapsacks by 
some club-goers. In Johnson’s 
mind and the minds of many oth- 
ers, it was art. 

“I express myself through my 
flyers,” he said. “I'm not a painter. 
If you asked me to create some- 
thing by painting or drawing, it 
would be lousy. But if you give me 
a computer...”

Sand/Sable in Edmonton is nei- 
ther its début performance nor its 
final one. The company recently 
completed a tour of Morocco, 
Greece and Montenegro and will 
go on to perform the same pro- 
gram in California and New York. 
As the prefix “Trilogy” seems to 
suggest these days (Luke Sky- 
walker comes to mind), these can 
go on forever. However, it is the 
work’s past and continuing suc- 
cess that dictates its longevity. 

Sand/Sable began in 1995 and 
pays homage to Dancemakers’ 
artistic director Serge Bennathan’s 
father and his North African lin- 
eage in Algeria. To further enliven 
Bennathan’s passion for Arabic 
culture on the stage, he engaged 
the services of Egyptian composer 
Ahmed Hassan to write a musical 
score for the work. 

Playing to critical acclaim, 
Sand/Sable won Bennathan a Dora

three-part autobiographical tale 
set in motion by Bennathan’s fig- 
urative and physically-demand- 
ing choreography. 

For Bennathan, it is one thing 
to create a story for the stage 
and another to have a company 
accurately and honestly tell 
that story. 

“I want the dancers to relate 
to the performance as human 
beings, not as dancers,” he 
explained. “All the work we 
do is toward this goal.” 

Although Dancemakers is

Something right with Something Wrong

f he were a city employee who 
Joss shit for a living and play- 

ed in a bar band, would anyone 
raise their eyebrows? 

Serious-faced ITV news anchor 
Gord Steinke can’t see what the 
hell is so weird about him. He 
wears a respectable suit and tie on 
TV. He drives a Harley. He plays to 
beer-swilling metal-heads in a hard 
rock band or weekends. 

The newsman/singer/bassist/- 
songwriter gets to the heart of the 
matter on his début solo CD 
Something Wrong. “Most of the 
songs on this record are taken 
directly from stories I've read as 
an anchor, about characters I've 
met through the news,” Steinke 
said. His method of songwriting is 
simple: “It’s like you create a char- 
acter, embellish it, and sort of act 
it out on stage, in a way.” 

It may seem, on the surface, an 
odd or possibly controversial 
hobby for a respectable news 
anchor. In fact, the lyrical content 
may preve shocking for some. 
There’s a tune called Crazy about 
Charles Manson, which quotes a 
line once spoken by the famous 
psychopath: “I was crazy when 
crazy meant something.” Another 
song called Skin Dog begins with 
the line: “Woke up this morning 
and what did I see/a .357 it was 
pointed ai me.” 

Steinke explained, “That song 
was written about a guy | read 
about while reporting in Minnea- 
polis, a guy whose wife had pump- 
ed/a bunch of shots into his back 
because she found out he was 
messing around on her. So [ put 
myself into his situation.” (Not lit- 
erally. Apparently, Steinke’s happi- 
ly-married; Deb is 100 per cent for 
him.) 

Another person who was once 
Steinke’s biggest fan was his sister 
Jan, who was killed by a drunk dri- 
ver not long ago. The emotional 
scars are still there; the album pro- 
vided some abstract kind of thera- 
py. “We were close to one another 
in age. She would come out to all 
the gigs,” the newsman said, trying 
not to make eye contact behind his
